Sagging 


September house deals were 
smallest number in three 
years, according to report

Bay Area home sales sagged last month — the 
slowest September in three years. But as sales 
dwindled, in a reflection of the region’s shrink- 
ing home supply, buyers continued to bid up the 
region’s notoriously high prices. 

The median sales price of a single-family home 
in the Bay Area jumped 15.5 percent on a year- 
over-year basis, the sharpest gain since May 2014. 

First-time buyers face a “daunting challenge 
here,” said Andrew LePage, re- 


search analyst for the CoreLogic More 
real estate information service, inside:

which on Friday issued its latest 
report on the housing market for 
the nine-county region. “Can you 
imagine being out there looking 

for anything under $500,000?” 
To illustrate just how dire the 
affordability crisis has become, 
he offered these numbers: In 
Santa Clara County, where the median price of 
a single-family home now stands at $1,075,000, 
homes selling for $500,000 or less accounted for 
just 8.7 percent of all sales last month — down 
from 12.8 percent of the single-family homes sold 
in September 2016. Meanwhile, houses selling for 
$800,000 or higher, accounted for 75.8 percent 
of all sales — up from 62.4 percent a year earlier. 
Across the bay in Contra Costa County, a rel- 
ative bastion of affordability, the share of homes 
selling in the lower-price ranges is also shrink- 
ing. Homes selling for $500,000 or less accounted

Could tax vote 
backfire on 


Californias 
GOP delegation? 


Dems plan to pounce on Republican 
bid to end state, local tax deductions

Five months ago, all 14 members of Califor- 
nia’s Republican congressional delegation voted 
to repeal the Affordable Care Act, despite angry 
constituents and projections showing that mil- 
lions of Californians would lose health coverage. 

Now, as Congress debates a tax reform plan, 
the state’s GOP representatives are again stick- 
ing together to move the proposal forward, even 
as other Republicans from around the country 
break ranks because it eliminates popular de- 
ductions for the state taxes and local taxes that 
Americans pay. 

The Republicans insist that tax reform will be 
good for the country as a whole — and most tax- 
payers individually, but Democratic strategists 
are already planning to use the votes against 
them, adding it to their attack ad arsenal for the 
hotly contested 2018 midterms, when several Re- 
publican House members are expected to face 
tough races in swing districts. 

California’s leading politicians fired away Fri- 
day. Gov. Jerry Brown called the GOP House mem- 
bers “sheep.” House Minority Leader Nancy Pe-
